FAMOUS PENSION CASE. 


Problem for Mr. Ware Has Been Be- 


fore Bureau Many Years. 


Among the stubborn pension cases 


which already have been called to the 
attention of Pension Commissioner Eu- 
gene P. Ware is that of Daniel Oberly, 
a veteran of the civil war, who has 
been rendered helpless by paralysis and 
atributes his disability to a gunshot 
wound he sustained in the service. 


Oberly maintains that he has been 


practically helpless ever since he was 
wounded, but special pension examiners 
who investigated the case many years 
ago reported that Oberly was a skill- 
ful tight-ro'pe performer, acrobat 
and 


clog dancer after the close of the war. 
Oberly denounces this report as false, 
says that he nevr-r danced in his life, 
and that he has been charged with be- 
ing a tight-rope performer because he 
once wore tights and took up a collec- 
tion for John H. Uhlei, a rope walker, 
who gave an exhibition in Lebanon, 
Pa., shortly after the war. 


As soon as the w.ir was over Oberly 


was examined and granted a pension o£ 
$4, the highest pension paid at that 
time. 
As the total disability pension 


increased, Oherly was granted mcieases 
until he received 
$72 per month. 
A 


guardian was appointed for Oberly by 
ttie district com t at Troy, O., where he 
formerly lived with his wife. The guar- 
dian was Dr. J W. Meanes of Troy. 
Oherly was unwilling to have his af- 
fairs looked after by Meanes, and suc- 
ceeded in getting the pension bureau 
to ignore the order of the court. 


Oberly says that his trouble has all 


come about through his guardian. The 
pension bureau 
was 
informed 
that 


Oberly had secured a pension by fraud 
and 
merely feigning paralysis. After 


much delay the pension bure lu decided 
that Oberly was entitled to a pension 
of $30 a month, but should not have 
been paid more. 
Consequently his 


pension was reduced, 
and has been 


withheld to reimburse the government 
for the money which Oherly is said to 
have collected fraudulently from the 
government. Oberly has been penniless 
for years as a result of this decision 
of the bureau. 
He says that his wife, 


who has property in Ohio which she 
bought with his pension money, will 
not take care of him, and he Is in 
Washington trying to get Mr. Ware 
to investigate his case. 


The Oberiy case is one ol the most 


celebrated in ihe annals of the pension 
bureau. It has been reviewed and re- 
viewed repeatedly. Once it was carried 
up to the department of the InterH., 
vhich confirmed the action of the b .- 
reau. 
Commissioner Evans 
refused 


to report the case, as it was considerc 1 
1 efore he 
cnme into office. 
A 
few 


weeks ago action was brought to com- 
{. d the secietary of the interior :'iiicl 
the commissioner of pensions to give 
tlie case a rehearing. 


Oberly was a member of Company E, 


of the Eighty-fourth Pennsylvania in- 
fantry. He enlisted at Harrisburg when 
he was 12 years old, having represent- 
ed that he was five years older, and 
was wounded at the Bloody Angle dur- 
ing the battle at Spottsylvania court- 
house, Va., May 12, 1364. 
A shot pass- 


ed through his neck. 
He crawled un- 


der some bushes and lay on the battle- 
field until the next day, when he was 
discovered by a party 
of 
engineers. 


Oberly maintains that the inlury to his 
neck produced paralysis. 
He admits 


that his disability was not complete 
immediately after the war, but that his 
condition became more serious as he 
grew older. 


During the last few years he has 


been in hospitals in most of the large 
eastern cities, and he has 
affidavits 


from many surgeons, who are of the 
opinion that the man is not feigning his 
disability. 
It was charged that forgery 


was resorted to in securing the original 
pension, but Oberly maintains that this 
charge was not sustained and Insists 
that he is the victim of a guardian and 
relatives who do not want him to have 
a pension unless it 
passes, 
through 


their hands.—Washington Post. 


HIS ONE EXPERIENCE 


As a Lobbyist Made Money For An- 


other IVian. 


A group of 
newspaper men were 


talking the other day at the capltol of 
the recent death in Washington of 
a 


notnble lobbyist. 


"My first experience of the lobbying 


game was likewise my lust one," said 
the coricsuondcnt of a great western 
newspaper. 
"J 
didn't know when it 


was all happening that I was doing- a 
lobbying stunt, either. 
When I first 


came to Washington I knew as much 
of congressional matters as a porker 
does of the pianoforte, although 1 was 
well acquainted with a very delightful 


nlan—I won't mention his name—who 
paid so much attention to me and pass- 
ed me so many little courtesies that he 
won me out easily. 
I was too busily 


engaged in learning the rop*s to go to 
the pains in finding out just who and 
what this man was, and I didn't 
feel 


like doing thnt, anyway. He struck me 
as being strictly 
all right, and I had 


him figured out as a retired capitalist 
who liked to spend his winters 
in 


Washington. 


''We were at dinner together one day 


when he giadually led up to a little 
matter that, as he said, he'd had in 
mind for some time.

America's Enormous Coal Measures. 
The very first thing that attr.'uts the 


attention of the L'umpean visitor is the 
enormous differ"ni e in the total area 
of the coal fields of America and Great 
Britain, namely the fact that nearly all 
of the British ones have been worked 
tor so very much longer a period. The 
result of this is that most of the thick 
seams and those nearest the surface 
have been worked out, and while ten- 
foot seams are not unknown, never- 
theless they are exceptional, and seams 
as small as twelve and fifteen inches 
aie being worked. 
In America, on the 


other hand, the coal fields are practi- 
cally untouched. 
At present only the 


thick 
and 
upper 
seams 
are being 


worked, and these to a large extent 
with perhaps little thought for future 
generations of mining engineers. An- 
other very great difference between the 
coal fields of the two countries is that 
in Great Britain 
faults are frequent 


and great, and the coal ia found in var- 
ious parts at almost all conceivable an- 
gles. 
In the Lancashire coal fleld, for 


example, the seams dip 17 to 33 per 
cent. 


The Du Barry Walk.

called the "Du Barry." 
For four or 


five successive seasons we have had 
the "tennis walk," the "golf walk," last 
season we were 
introduced to the 


"kangaroo walk," now comes the "Du 
Barry." 


The latest walk originated in New

As she describes it, the Du Barry walk 
is composed of three movements, those 
of the hips, shoulders ami head.

tinual balancing gives the desired ef- 
fect of luxurious ease and a fascina- 
tion of movement.

residence,
